AHS parents, staff call 
for systemic change

ARCATA -—- The air 
was thick with dismay 
and anger at last week’s 
NHUHSD Board 
meeting, three 
weeks after the 
board chose to 
reassign popular 
two-year Princi- 
pal Ron Perry to 
a teaching posi- 
tion next year. 

Compound- 
ing the frustra- 
tion for students, staff and 
parents who were taken 
by surprise by the move 
was the mystery at its 
core: why would such an 
extraordinarily well-liked 
and seemingly effective 
administrator be taken 
off the job, but allowed to 
remain as a teacher? By 
law, boardmembers can’t 
give details of any person- 
nel action, but that didn’t 
slow the torrent of wither- 
ing criticism leveled at the 
five-member body during 
public comment. 

With the Arcata High 
Library packed for the 
Tuesday night meeting, 
and with Perry standing 
silent in the back of the 
room, Board President 
Natalie Giannini read a 
statement (see page 6) re- 
sponding to the AHS com- 
munity’s concerns. 

The statement offers no 
details about any circum- 
stances leading to Perry’s 
reassignment, but acknowl- 
edges that he “has a strong 
commitment to our school 
community” and asks for 
the public’s understanding 
of the board’s position. 

With staff members go- 
ing first, the first speaker, 
AHS English teacher Al- 
exander Kantner summa- 
rized the feelings of many 
by calling Perry “one of the 
most caring, dedicated, 
engaged, present people I 
have ever seen in this posi- 
tion” as others in the audi- 
ence nodded in agreement. 

He said the legally man- 
dated lack of disclosure is 
“deeply unsatisfying.” 

“It has been deeply and 
profoundly disillusioning 
to feel that our elected 
representatives are unable 
to communicate and have 
the kind of transparency 
that I assume we all value 
as citizens of this society,” 
he said, to applause and 
whoops of enthusiasm. 

The board’s decision was 
“a huge mistake,” said 29- 
year Social Science teacher 
Jennifer Rosebrook. She 
wondered whether the real 
problem wasn’t with the 
board, its leadership and 
its processes. 

That theme was picked 
up by Social Science teach- 
er Owen Moore. He read a 
letter from a retired admin- 
istrator questioning wheth-

er Perry had been given the 
support he needed to suc- 
ceed in the position. 

“Not knowing what’s 
happening next year with 
leadership... 
walking the hall- 
ways feels like 
the wind has 
been knocked 
out of us,” said 
History teacher 
Jennifer Coriell. 
“The uncertain- 
ty is rough right 


Ensuing staff speak- 
ers described Perry as a 
phenomenal administra- 
tor, compassionate and 
extraordinarily well-con- 
nected to and involved 
with teachers and_ stu- 
dents, and having made 
significant contributions 
to their success. “He is a 
true Tiger,” said Ag teach- 
er Kelly Miller, “and he 
spreads the love of being 
an Arcata High Tiger ev- 
erywhere he goes.” 

Members of the public 
followed, repeating the 
praise for Perry and the 
unhappiness over his mys- 
terious demotion. 

“We're throwing away 
somebody very spectacular 
here,” said Richard Mullen 
to applause. “You're not 
going to find anybody as 
good as Ron right now.” 
He urged reconsideration 
of the decision, possible 
mediation and Perry’s re- 
instatement. 

Sophomore Class Pres- 
ident John Adams shared 
a letter from the Student 
Council thanking Perry for 
his service and calling him 
“a beacon of hope and re- 
newal for Arcata High.” 

Student Body President 
Melanie Luh said “he cares 
more than anyone about 
the well-being of the stu- 
dents at Arcata High,” re- 
ferring to Perry. She object- 
ed to students and teachers 
having “no say or influence” 
in the personnel action. 

Parent Lisa Hansen, an 
AHS alumnus who serves 
on the school’s Site Coun- 
cil, said she’d never known 
“a stronger natural leader” 
than Perry. She said she 
had interviewed dozens of 
parents, teachers and stu- 
dents and combed through 
two years of board meeting 
minutes searching for clues 
as to why Perry was reas- 
signed, and “any indication 
of anything.” 

Asking Perry’s support- 
ers to stand, Hansen got 
the entire audience on its 
feet and told the board, “I 
encourage you to contem- 
plate what’s before you — a 
united outpouring of sup- 
port for Mr. Perry remain- 
ing at his post as principal.”

HUMBOLDT —- 2024 is the year that power bills 
jumped by 13 percent and with the increase leaning 
heavily on Humboldt County families, the Board of Su- 
pervisors hosted a “ratepayers as- we 
sistance presentation.” 

The Pacific Gas and Electric 
Company (PG&E) says wildfire 
risk reduction and transmission 
line undergrounding are primary 
reasons for raising its rates. Other 
reasons include covering the cost 
of system upgrades to enhance en- 
ergy efficiency and reduce carbon 
emissions. The upshot for ratepayers is higher bills. 

Supervisor Steve Madrone, who sponsored the pre- 
sentation at the April 9 board meeting, said a 13 percent 
increase kicked in at the beginning of the year and that

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Clarence Carl Miller, Jr. “Bud” 


( Ninh Carl Miller, Jr. “Bud” passed away peacefully 
in his sleep at home on March 11, 2024. Bud was a 
long-time resident of Westhaven and McKinleyville, 

and was part of the doghouse gang of old-timers that would 

gather for breakfast at Seascape in Trinidad. 

A member of the Danish lodge in Ferndale, Bud proudly 
published many letters in the McKinleyville Press, includ- 
ing letters from his grandsons serving in Iraq and a love 
letter to his wife Paula on their 50th wedding anniversary 
titled “My Dear Paula.” 

Bud was born at 3:30 p.m. on Armistice Day, Nov. 11, 
1934 at South Shore Hospital in Chicago to Clarence Mill- 
er of Chicago, Illinois, the son of Danish immigrants, and 
Lavay Smith of Aurora, South Dakota, the daughter of an 
Irish-American father and a half-Danish, half-German 
mother. 

He was a true birthday gift to his father, who was born 
on Nov. 11, 1900. Clarence Carl Miller was named after his 
father, and he was called “Bud” to avoid any confusion. 

Bud was born two months prematurely, and, at 12 inches 
long, weighed only 3 pounds, 14 ounces. He was in an incu- 
bator (a basket filled with hot water bottles) for the first 50 
days. He didn’t gain weight fast enough to suit his parents, 
so they brought him home. He eventually grew to be 6 foot, 
2 inches tall. 

His father was a singer and dancer who worked at the 
Aragon and Trianon ballrooms and performed on the show 
boat during the 1934 Chicago World’s Fair. He sang regular- 
ly with bandleaders Wayne King and Jan Garber. His moth- 
er was a trained nurse. While in Chicago, they operated a 
grocery store and lived in the back with Bud. His parents 
would have 5 more sons. 

Bud developed asthma as a child, prompting the fami- 
ly to move to rural Denver. He treasured his years there, 
where evening singalongs and story telling with his five 
brothers “kept us closer together than television of later 
generations.” 

He had fond memories of driving in the family’s old Au- 
burn, with his mother pointing out blue stars in the win- 
dows of houses with service men and gold stars where fam- 
ily members were never to come home. 

He also remembered being hit by a yellow cab in Denver 
on Dec. 7, 1941, resulting in compound fractures in his left 
leg that required surgery. 

The family moved to Salt Lake Street in Long Beach, Cal- 
ifornia, “a city with sidewalks,” in 1945. Bud remembered 
traveling from Denver with his mother and five brothers 
on a train full of soldiers who let the boys sit with them. 
Bud graduated from Long Beach Poly High School in 1952. 
He was always a good student and made the honor roll. He 
went into the Navy after high school and wrote his mother 
often so that she wouldn't worry. He sent war bonds home 
to his mom every month. 

After being discharged from the Navy, he went back to 
school at Long Beach State University and went to work 
at Long Beach Naval Shipyard. Bud started as a rigger and 
eventually advanced to group superintendent of the ship- 
yard. He founded and curated the museum at the shipyard, 
which was eventually packed up and sent to the Smithso- 
nian in Washington, D.C. after the yard closed. 

Bud served in the U.S. Naval Reserve from 1952-1960. 
He was on active duty from 1957-1959, serving in the Naval 
Field Intelligence Office. He served on the USS. Butler, US. 
Goss, and USS Wheeden, and spent 2 years at the US Naval 
Base in Subic Bay in the Philippines. 

Bud performed many interesting and important jobs 
during these years. He received official thanks from the City 
of Long Beach for serving as the foreman in charge of re- 
moving the propellers, stabilizers and shaftings of the HMS 
Queen Mary when she was being converted into a hotel. He 
was involved with the activation and recommissioning of 
the battleships USS New Jersey and the USS Missouri, and

role in putting both ships back to sea. 

He made emergency repairs of collision damage to the 
USS Midway, the USS Ranger and the USS Constellation. 
He oversaw many large heavy crane and rigging jobs using 
the massive ex-German floating crane known as “Herman 
The German.” These jobs included moving Howard Hughes’ 
“Spruce Goose,” the world’s largest sea plane, and the re- 
moval of the masts and derricks from Hughes’ spy ship the 
Glomar Explorer, which was used to raise a sunken Soviet 
spy submarine before coming to Long Beach. 

One day in Long Beach in 1960, after his brother Don’s 
wedding, Bud and a friend wandered into Charloy’s, a cock- 
tail bar on Atlantic Street. This is where Bud first met Paula, 
who worked at the bank next door. She became the love of 
his life.

Many great years in Long Beach are past but never gone 
It was Oct. 13, 1960 from Las Vegas came Sandy and Don 
The new matrimony was celebrated with champagne and such 
Then a drive to “Charloy’s” a nite club down the road a touch

Paula introduced her friend — both worked at the bank next door 
If a visit to the bar was made a courtesy drink they would pour 
A friendly exchange of talk resulted in a phone number for me 
But long hours each day at the shipyard delayed my call to be 
Soon my mom said there’s a call from a young lady in the hall 
A bashful voice said “I thought you were going to give me a call” 
I wasted no time making a date, and off to Hollywood we did fly 
She forgot her ID so back to Long Beach for some strawberry pie 
Many dates - 3 months fun - a trip to Las Vegas my Chevy did run 
Brother Ray and his sweet wife Faye saw a marriage in the sun

Bud married Paula Nenette Gill in 1961. Paula was a na- 
tive of Alvarado, Texas, who moved to Long Beach with her 
family at the beginning of World War II. When Bud married 
Paula, she had two little boys, 4 year old Marc and 3 year old 
Jon. Bud adopted them right away and gave them his fam- 
ily name of Miller. Paula and Bud had three more children, 
Kathy, Jill and Paul.

First the Navy, then managing ship repair was my career to be. 
Creator of the Shipyard Museum while putting 
2 battleships back to sea.

The family lived in Lakewood, Calif. before Bud returned 
to Subic Bay in the Philippines for four more years, this time 
with his family. After retirement at age 55, Bud and Pau- 
la moved from Southern California to Northern Humboldt 
County, building a home with the help of his son Marc. 

He also built a home on the big Island of Hawaii with the 
help of his son Jon. As always, family remained the most 
important thing in Bud’s life. He also loved to travel and 
enjoyed meeting and staying in touch with people from 
around the world. 

Bud was an historian, an archivist, and a genealogist. He 
wrote and compiled many books on family history including 
several that are in genealogy libraries and archives across 
the country. He compiled vast amounts of records long be- 
fore ancestry.com existed. 

“Family history is a fairly expensive hobby but does re- 
sult in some interesting and unusual vacations,” Bud wrote. 
“Researchers who publish their family histories hope to 
cover print costs with little chance of regaining the cost of 
many long trips, library time, or postage and copy costs over 
the years. I doubt today’s researchers realize how mush the 
internet has eased their cost and saved their time; Was the 
effort worth it to me? It gave me something to do in the eve- 
nings during my shipyard years, and after retiring, when I 
wasn’t occupied building a new house in the boondocks; I 
learned quite a bit of local history to add to what still re- 
mained in my memory, from years when I earned a history 
degree. Also testing the patience of my wife while chasing 
her ancestors around at the south led us to meet many in- 
teresting people. When I pointed out the location along the 
Chambersburg road at Gettysburg where her great-grandfa- 
ther was wounded on the first day of battle on July 1, 1863, 
she said “isn’t that a restaurant just down the road where we 
can get warm?” 

Bud lost his wife Paula in 2011. He put together little 
books of her art work and writings and his poems, and al- 
ways carried them with him. He loved sharing his books 
with everybody that he met. 

After Paula passed away, he started visiting San Francis- 
co more often to see his daughters Kathy and Jill and to help 
his son Paul work on his bar. Bud did a lot of maintenance 
and building in the bar and the backyard, and always said 
that he worked for beer and hugs. He loved hanging out at 
the bar, meeting the customers, and hearing his daughter 
sing. He often would say that he had no regrets in life and 
if he had to do it all over again that he would do it the exact 
same way. 

Bud was preceded in death by his wife Paula, his son Jon 
and his brothers Gean, Billy, Freddie and Don. He is sur- 
vived by his brother Ray of Lake Forest, his Aunt Eileen of 
Denver, his sons Marc and Paul, his daughters Katherinep 
and Jill, his children’s spouses Adela, Debbie, Bill, Chris 
and his grandchildren Jon, Dustin, Luke, Dylan, Shannon, 
Jamie, Paula, Ava and Ella. He was the patriarch of a large 
and loving family that now includes many great-grandchil- 
dren, nieces and nephews and cousins and in-laws.

Bay Trail closing for a month 
for WWTP improvements

ARCATA MARSH -— Con- 
struction is continuing in 
the Arcata Marsh in support 
of the Phase One Arcata 
Wastewater Treatment Fa- 
cility Improvement Project 
and a segment of the Hum- 
boldt Bay Trail will be tem- 
porarily impacted. 

A segment of the Hum- 
boldt Bay Trail and Marsh 
trails between the Ox Pond 
trail parking lot on South 
G Street, the Arcata Marsh 
Interpretive Center and Mt. 
Trashmore will be closed 
for a 30-day period for 
construction starting April 
22. Community members 
should follow the posted 
detour signage and are en- 
couraged to access the oth- 
er open trails in the Arcata 
Marsh & Wildlife Sanctuary 
and along South I Street. 

The City of Arcata Waste- 
water Treatment Facility 
(AWTF) is continuing its 
Facility Improvements Proj- 
ect with further piping work 
and construction of new in- 
frastructure to and within 
the Enhancement Marshes. 

Construction will focus 
specifically on new piping, 
electrical upgrades and the 
trail bridge over Butcher 
Slough. 

Construction will gen- 
erally take place Monday 
through Friday from 8 a.m. 
to5 p.m. and Saturdays from 
10 a.m. to 5 p.m. On some 
days the contractor may ex- 
tend work hours from 7 a.m. 
to 6 p.m. The trail closures 
will stay in effect over the 
weekends when necessary 
for public safety. 

Detour and closure signs 
will be posted only when 
trail access is restricted for 
public safety reasons. Please 
follow all closure signs to 
limit your risk of injury 
and to allow the contractor 
to continue working un- 
interrupted. For more in- 
formation on city road and 
trail closures, please check 
out the city’s new interac- 
tive closure map, found at 
the bottom of the City of 
Arcata’s Home page un- 
der “Trails/Roads Closure 
Alerts” or at arcg.is/qSOeo. 

The City of Arcata has 
contracted with Wahlund 
Construction, Inc. for Phase 
One of the project. Funding 
for this project, a project 
funded by President Biden’s 


Bipartisan Infrastructure 
Law, has been provided in 
full or in part under the Cal- 
ifornia’s Clean Water State 
Revolving Fund, which is 
capitalized through a variety 
of funding sources, includ- 
ing grants from the United 
States Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency and state 
bond proceeds through an 
agreement with the State 
Water Resources Control 
Board. Additional funding 
for UV equipment has been 
provided in part by a HUD 
Community Development 
Block Grant (CDBG). 

The city has received 
all environmental permits 
and approvals for the proj- 
ect and has completed all 
pre-construction bird, am- 
phibian, and botanical sur- 
veys. The city is working 
with a multidisciplinary 
team of consultants and city 
staff to monitor construc- 
tion activities and minimize 
environmental impacts in 
and around the city’s core 
wastewater treatment facili- 
ties and the publicly accessi- 
ble enhancement marshes. 

Please do not remove any 
staking or flagging found in 
the project area. Flagging 
and staking are used to mark 
new Structures to construct, 
utilities, areas cleared by 
biologists and areas of con- 
cern to avoid during con- 
struction. Mitigation mea- 
sures, including vegetation 
restoration, will commence 
after construction activities 
are completed. 

Construction activities 
are ongoing with an antic- 
ipated end date in Decem- 
ber 2025.

For the pups, I wanted to revisit 
some of our longest residents. We have 
some great dogs that have only gotten 
better during their stay at the shelter. 
We want to make sure everyone knows 
how special they are and maybe clear 
up some misconceptions. 

Dreamboat Timber is a sight to be- 
hold — he’s gorgeous, athletic, and kind 
of a goof! Timber appears to be a Mala- 
mute mix. Some previous listings men- 
tioned him as a Husky and suggested 
that he might have some of the Husky 
breed traits, which can include escape 
artist, high prey drive, and aloofness. 
Timber is none of those things. He has 
never checked the fences when in the 
play yard, happy to spend time with his 
human and dog friends. 

Timber has many dog friends of 
all sizes at the shelter and has been a 
helper dog with puppies. He has been 
described as being “good natured, silly, 
and a joy to be around” by his volunteer 
friends. Timber does well with being 
brushed and will lean into you when 
being pet. He'll soak up all the love and 
affection you want to give him. 

Timber has been on many outings 
with volunteers and particularly loves 


the ones that involve playing in the 
water and snow. He is entertaining to 
watch when he plays with toys, rides 
well in the car, has nice leash manners 
and continuously checks-in with his 
person.

We 
always encourage adopters to go real- 
ly, really slow after taking a dog home, 
even though they may want to show the 
new dog everything fun that they have 
been missing during their time at the 
shelter.

Un- 
fortunately, this was not a trainer-as- 
sisted situation. Everything had been 
going great and then there was a scuffle 
over who got to sit on the couch, which 
resulted in Theo’s return. 

We at Redwood Pals Rescue think 
Theo is a dog worth saving. 

Theo is about two years old and 
weighs in at about 75 pounds. He has 
been a great player with other dogs at 
the shelter. His signature move has 
been to bring the other dog a toy that 
they can play tug with. He also has the 
cutest bouncy hop that he uses when 
running around the play yard. 

Theo has gone on several outings 
with our volunteers. He hadn't had 
much previous experience in cars but 
quickly learned that getting in a car 
leads to fun adventures.

comes on top of other hikes in 
recent years. 

“Which has really put a 
lot of hardship on families all 
over the place,” he continued. 
“Also, it’s been reported that 
there’s a statewide 500 per- 
cent increase in back-owed 
utility bills - in other words, 
more and more people are 
falling in arrears with their 
bills and having a hard time 
catching up.” 

Alison Talbot of PG&E 
outlined various programs 
that income-eligible billpay- 
ers can sign up for. 

They include the REACH 
program, which helps those 
facing disconnection, the 
CARE program for 20 percent 
monthly discounts and the 
Family Electric Rate Assis- 
tance Program, for a similar 
discount on electricity charges. 

Other programs help with 
power costs related to medi- 
cal devices, federal payments

Talbot said PG&E is also 
cost-cutting on over 150 of 
its projects, including vege- 
tation management and un- 
dergrounding, and expenses 
like insurance. 

But Supervisor Mike Wil- 
son noted PG&E’s profit-ori- 
ented service model. 

He credited PG&E with 
the presumably rate-reduc- 
ing effect of cutting its costs 
but “it doesn’t speak to the 
loss from profit, frankly — if 
youre paying into PG&E, 
you don’t get any service for 
that, it doesn’t get re-invest- 
ed back into the community.” 

Wilson characterized that 
as inefficiency.

wood Coast Energy Author- 
ity (RCEA), a local joint 
powers agency that buys and 
then sells power to residents 
using PG&E’s infrastructure 
and having the company ad- 
ministrate billing. 

Regli said opting for 
RCEA power instead PG&E’s 
gives ratepayers a “slight sav- 
ings” that in total amounts to 
about $6 million a year. 

Regli advised power cus- 
tomers to pay attention to 
higher rates during the peak 
time of 4 p.m. to 9 p.m. and 
power use that goes above 
what’s considered the “base- 
line” for a customer’s location. 

Talbot was asked about 
the next cost-related change 
— implementation of the 
state’s “income graduated 
fixed charge.” 

As its name suggests, it’s a

fixed charge to ratepayers for 
infrastructure maintenance 
and upgrades. Talbot said 
the California Public Util- 
ities Commission (CPUC) 
is “moving forward” with a 
monthly $24 fee. 

She said the CPUC could 
vote on the fee at their May 9 
meeting and if approved, the 
charge will go into effect in the 
summer of 2025 at the earliest. 

Advocates of the fixed 
charge say it will make a 
switch to electrification less 
expensive and help lower in- 
come residents but there’s 
disagreement about it and 
some lawmakers are back- 
pedaling on previous support.

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Shock as Sequoia Park Zoo Foundation — not the zoo - dissolving

EUREKA — What will become of the zoo? 
That’s the main question looming over last 
Friday night after a startling announcement 
from the Sequoia Park Zoo Foundation 
(SPZF): the foundation is going out of busi- 
ness. SPZF Executive Director Alegria Sita 
assured zoo fans that it will carry on. 

“Speaking on behalf of everyone at SPZF, 
there was nothing easy about arriving at the 
decision to dissolve,” she said. “We all want 
nothing more than Sequoia Park Zoo to thrive 
and be successful.” 

Released on Friday afternoon, the news 
release left little time to add immediate detail 
on the City of Eureka’s new rrelationship with 
the zoo. The announcement: 

SEQUOIA PaRK ZOO FOUNDATION 

The Sequoia Park Zoo Foundation (SPZF) 
is a 501(c)(3) established in 2004 and is the 
philanthropic, nonprofit partner that has 
proudly supported the City of Eureka’s Se- 
quoia Park Zoo for over 20 years. In two de- 
cades SPZF cultivated over 26,000 donors 
and innovative partnerships and inspired col- 


fundraising, promotions and events. SPZF 
has raised nearly $15 million since its incep- 
tion and has been successful in securing and 
organizing funding for many capital projects 
to enhance the zoo experience including:

2005: The Arkley Pavillion 

2007: Bill’s Garden 

2008: Hilfiker Aviary Renovation

Lawson | Unsolved seven years later 
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APD’‘s Friday statement 

On April 15, 2017, seven years ago this week, Humboldt 
State University sophomore student David Josiah Lawson 
was stabbed to death while attending a house party on 
Spear Avenue in Arcata. The Arcata Police Department con- 
tinues to investigate this open murder case. Investigators 
continue to actively pursue leads and a 24-hour tip line re- 
mains open whereby information from confidential sources 
can be provided to APD investigators. 

Witness accounts are essential to moving this case for- 
ward either by corroborating known information or in the 
development of new leads. Investigators are hopeful, that 
with the passage of time, witnesses that might have been 
reluctant in the past, might be willing to come forward now. 
It is imperative that those witnesses contact investigators to 
move this case forward. 

Anyone with information regarding the murder of Josi- 
ah Lawson is asked to call the Arcata Police Department's 
confidential tip line at (707) 825-2590 or APD Dispatch at 
(707) 822-2424. Eyewitness accounts of what led up to, and 
including the murder of Josiah are crucial to bringing this 
case back to court.

some 976 signatures at press time 
(see QR code, below). 

Further speakers said the 
board’s letter was unsatisfying 
and that the trustees had left the 
school in a poorer position. 

After the designated 20 min- 
ute speaking period, Giannini at- 
tempted to move on to the next 
agenda item, but an attendee con- 
tinued to address the board and a 
10-minute break was called. 

On resuming the meeting, a 
diminished but still restive crowd 
was asked to leave the room as the 
agenda proceeded, and did so af- 
ter a brief bout of chanting “Ron 
Perry! Ron Perry!” 

The Site Council and Hansen 
have each written letters to the 
board outlining their concerns 
(see page 7 and madriverunion. 
com). The letters question the 
board’s decisionmaking and ask 
for a collaborative approach to 
reinstating Perry, who couldn't be 
reached for comment. 

In a later interview, Hansen 
said the turnover in AHS princi- 
pals over the last five years, from 
Dave Navarre to Jim Monge to 
Perry and now a new principal, 
had been both expensive and “un- 
stabilizing” for the school. She said 
it suggests something structural- 
ly awry with the district because 
of its apparent inability to retain

other individuals with weapons within 
the last few weeks and had displayed 
aggressive behavior. 

Deputies developed the probable 
cause to arrest Black for 
criminal threats and _ oth- 
er criminal charges. Black 
was believed to be armed 
and dangerous. Deputies at- 
tempted contact with Black 
at his residence, however, he 
fled into the wooded area be- 
hind his home on a tractor. 

Black was acting erratical- 
ly, refusing surrender com- 
mands. Black made suicidal 
statements and threatened to shoot law 
enforcement if they did not leave his 
property. Black went back into his res- 
idence and barricaded himself inside.

quality personnel like Perry. 

She said she had asked Perry if 
he knows what the deal breaking 
issue is, but that apart from rou- 
tine or trivial work issues, he was 
“totally blindsided” by the action. 

District Superintendent Rog- 
er Macdonald confirmed that the 
board’s decision is final and won’t 
be revisited. He disputed that there 
is any structural issue behind the 
principal turnover, since the previ- 
ous two simply retired. “I hear them, 
and I understand how it could look, 
absolutely,” he said. “We're always 
trying to improve and ensure that 
our employees are successful.” 

Toward that end, he said 
NHUHSD officials are provided 
mentors, professional develop- 
ment and executive coaching. 

Insofar as the sufficiency of 
meeting minutes, he said they are 
“action minutes” not intended to 
contain stenographic detail. An 
one-page summary is also sent 
out following the meetings. 

The non-public cause of Perry’s 
reassignment does not include 
anything that would disqualify 
him serving as a teacher, Macdon- 
ald assured. “There’s no moral or 
criminal aspect to this,” he said. 

He lamented the personaliza- 
tion and negative values projected 
on district personnel by some Per- 
ry supporters. “They legitimately 
care very, very much for him and 
I understand,” Macdonald said. 
“The story line about how I don’t 
like him is just not true.” 


Deputies on scene attempted to dees- 
calate the situation, and after several 
minutes Black exited the front door and 
deputies were able to approach Black 
and he subsequently surrendered with- 
out further incident. 

Black was arrested and booked into 
the Humboldt County Correctional Fa- 
cility on charges of Threaten Crime with 
Intent to Terrorize, Brandishing a Dead- 
ly Weapon, Elder Abuse, Felon in Pos- 
session of a Firearm, Felon in Posses- 
sion of Ammunition, Obstruct/Resist a 
Police Officer and Probation Violation.

The Board has received concerns from com- 
munity and staff members regarding the de- 
cision made at our Tuesday, March 12 Board 
meeting, to reassign AHS Principal Ron Perry to 
a teaching position next year. The Board and the 
District have been questioned as to why we have 
not released any details about the reasoning be- 
hind this decision. 

First, we want to acknowledge that the Board 
and Superintendent understand that people 
who are expressing concern are doing so out of 
respect for Mr. Perry, a person who we agree has 
a strong commitment to our school community. 
We hear you; however, we are legally prohibited 
from discussing the details of any and all per- 
sonnel matters. 

The fact that we may not discuss or provide 
details regarding a personnel matter should not 
be interpreted as the Board not caring; we do. 
This should also not be interpreted as the Board 
not doing our due diligence. And, we must ob- 
serve the law. 

All personnel matters are confidential and 
therefore we cannot share any information ei- 
ther before or after decisions are made concern- 
ing employees. 

While we understand that this answer is 
deeply unsatisfying, we are nonetheless legally 
required to maintain employee confidentiality. 
Please consider that if the district or board were 
to share confidential personnel information, we 
could open ourselves up to expensive lawsuits, 
and we would deter prospective employees who 
want to work for an organization that values 
employee privacy. 

We respect Mr. Perry’s right to privacy and 
we hope you will also. 


As for the expense of replacing 
Perry, Macdonald said the district 
is advertising in an online news- 
letter, an employment site, on the 
county and district websites and 
via professional contacts. Between 
that and use of substitute teachers 
for those who will be busy inter- 
viewing finalists, he estimated the 
cost at under $2,000.

Oppose Naval presence 
I am writing in response to a news piece I 
read about in the March 28 issue of the NCJ, 
titled, “Military Transport Ships Eying Port in 
Humboldt Bay.” Iam very troubled by the pros- 
pect of having “two—and possibly three — 800 
foot-long [Naval] ships in the Humboldt Bay.” 
These ships would be dedicated to being 
“ready-to-go-to-war’... within 24 hours’ no- 
tice.” I do not find this 
proposition “exciting,” as 
/ vice chair of the Humboldt 
Bay Development Associ- 
ation Board of Directors, 
Leroy Zerlang, is quoted as saying. It feels 
wrong to have 800-ft. war ships docked in 
Humboldt Bay. Even with the distinction that 
these “aren’t actually war ships in the classic 
sense, but cargo ships used to transport mil- 
itary personnel and equipment to strategic 
locations,” harboring vessels whose express

intention is to expedite war is not 
something that Humboldt should 
readily welcome. 

Proponents of the ships will cite 
an increase of possible jobs and Y 
portside commerce, hoping that 


the project will also provide reli- 
able dredging of the bay and its 
channels. These reasons are conve- 
nient guises, cloaked in appeals to 
local economy and environmental 


action. Furthermore, I don’t want A 


our local economy to be funded 
by the anticipation of war. Part of 
the reason war exists is because we 
commodify it and ignore the emotional strain 
it has on people and society. Let us not be 
people who let this happen to us or our place. 

When I look to our bay and see the large 
green and gold vessel of the Coral Sea (at 90 
ft.), I see our area represented by research, 
knowledge, and the advancements that scien- 


tific discovery will bring. I will not feel proud 
to look upon the gunmetal gray ships, each 
nearly three football fields long. I will feel 
unrest, concern, anger and fear — emotions 
arising from proximity to war and our local 
complicity of it. 

I am also troubled by this project because 
it appears to be emerging from behind closed 
doors. Representative Jared Huffman was 
not aware of it until the Jour- 
nal reached out for its article. 
Likewise, Eureka City Man- 
ager Miles Slattery, also said 
he was unaware of the effort 
when the Journal contacted 
him, and online searches on the topic only 
yielded one result: the Journal’s recent arti- 
cle. However, Zerlang says he has “personally 
been working to recruit the Maritime Admin- 


istration to Humboldt Bay for three years.” 

Zerlang goes on to mention that he “doesn’t 
see it as much different than a ship loaded 
with wood chips for export.” This, in itself, 
is also disturbing. War does not equal wood- 
chips. To reduce the loads to such indicates 
a gross desensitization to the emotional, en- 
vironmental, and economic impacts war and 
war-adjacent items have 
on people and place. Un- 
like the other large ships 
that occasionally share 
the channels to load up on 
woodchips, these would be 
docked year round. Un- 
less, of course, they’re at war. 

And, though I don’t want to point towards 
fear-based reactions, I can’t help but wonder: 
does being the only port to host an RRF vessel 
between San Francisco and Tacoma, Wash., 
make our safe haven a potential target for at- 
tacks? 

Humboldt, this is not what we’re about! 
Stand against this today so we don’t sink into 
it tomorrow. Con-

From confusion and sadness, AHS Site Councilmembers map a way forward

Dear Trustees Aaron, Giannini, 
Grosjean, Moore & Saulsbury, 

We, as members of the Arca- 
ta High School Site Council and 
as stakeholders of the Northern 
Humboldt Union High School 
District, write to inform you of 
our grave concerns regarding the 
Board’s recent decision to ap- 
prove the dismissal of Ron Perry 
as Arcata High School’s Princi- 
pal. While not all AHS site council 
members felt they were in a posi- 
tion suitable to signing this letter 
due to current employment/stu- 
dent status, the site council over- 
all felt strongly as elected leaders 
for student, teacher, and parent 
voices that you should hear from 
a contingent serving closely as vol- 
unteers in school accountability 
with Mr Perry. We meet monthly 
to review school policies, student 
progress and to discuss the present 
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and future of Arcata High School 
with administrators and teachers. 
Members of the site council were 
not at all aware that such a drastic 
change was taking place. 

Likewise, many alumni and par- 
ents are shocked that an abrupt 
change in leadership is forecasted 
after we’ve just seemed to emerge 
from the Local Authority and Ac- 
countability Plan (LCAP) cycle — 
which Principal Perry successfully 
stewarded — as a strong and co- 
hesive school. To bolster this feel- 
ing, the broader Community also 
seems to be asking: Why? 

When our students and dedicat- 
ed community educators finally felt 
that they were beginning to forge a 
“new” post-COVID normal by re- 
building confidence in our educa- 
tional systems and leadership, the 
Board’s recent action thrust us back 
into uncertainty. This year’s AHS 
seniors will graduate in person after 
missing their in-person 8th-grade 
graduations due to COVID, yet, in 
the shadow of what should be a joy- 
ous occasion, there is confusion and 
sadness given the unexpected dis- 
missal of their celebrated principal, 
who has been successfully guiding 
them through this abyss. 

While we, the Arcata High 
School Site Council members, 


were shocked and dismayed to be 
informed of this drastic change 
so abruptly, as were most others, 
we feel the Board’s recent action 
deserves a collaborative and pro- 
active response. Restorative ac- 
tion is required. Therefore, we 
suggest that the NHUHSD Board 
work with members of the AHS 
Site Council to revisit its current 
decision to dismiss Ron Perry as 
principal and to craft a bilateral 
solution to alleviate the current 
unease. Although we can’t expect 
to reverse the chain of events that 
brought us to this point, what we 
can do is look toward solutions to 
help prevent this type of shock and 
disruption for our student body 
and teachers in the future and, 
more immediately, help by offering 
a possible means to mend the tear 
in the fabric of our school Commu- 
nity that the dismissal of Principal 
Perry has caused. 

While we respect that the Board 
is privy to confidential information 
that guided its decision not to re- 
new Mr. Perry’s contract as prin- 
cipal, and we understand that the 
Board may have been in a position 
of needing to act quickly to ensure 
that all parties involved were giv- 
en proper notice; however, what 
we fail to understand is the need 


for a dismissive action, which un- 
duly disrupts the extremely posi- 
tive momentum Mr. Perry has in- 
stilled in AHS students, parents/ 
guardians, and teachers. To this 
extent, we would like to offer 
the NHUHSD the opportuni- 
ty to work with the AHS Site 
Council to restore a leader- 
ship structure at AHS that in- 
cludes Mr. Perry, in which he 
can continue to do the work 
that he excels at, encourag- 
ing teachers and parents to 
support their students, fos- 
ter school pride, and devel- 
op skills to help AHS meet 
NHUHSD goals while simulta- 
neously addressing any con- 
cerns surrounding this mat- 
ter that the Board may have. 
Principal Perry has come to 
mean more than the simple title 
“Principal,” and we would like to 
ask the Board to consider keeping 
him in a role that will allow him 
to continue to have the opportu- 
nity to work with the entire Com- 
munity. Now is the perfect time to 
redefine the leadership structure 
at AHS and build on the strengths 
of Mr. Perry’s experience while fo- 
cusing on staff development and a 
path toward improvement. We be- 
lieve that by working — together — 
we can do better for our students 
and dedicated teachers. With the 
Board’s support, we want to help 
continue building on the solid 


foundation and sense of commu- 
nity that AHS that Principal Perry 
has created for our students and 
the larger Community. 

We'd like to work together to 
find a solution to retain Mr. Perry 
as principal or, at the very least, in 
a leadership position at Arcata High 
School, his alma mater. We do not 
want to lose such a valuable asset 
and hope the Board will reconsider 
how best to use Mr. Perry’s skills 
to help our students succeed. This 
immediate crisis allows us to help 
set an example with our youth by 
uniting to support a solution-driven 
collaborative approach to leader- 
ship at NHUHSD and the schools it 
supports. Let us rise to the occasion 
and embrace it—together! 

Ron Perry can be replaced, but 
his spirit of guidance is irreplace- 
able. Please consider this factor 
as you contemplate the likelihood 
of success for AHS students in the 
coming years without Principal 
Perry.

Humboldt Hip Hop Conference: Power to the Peo-

“To talk about hip hop is to 
talk about lived experiences of 
African Americans in particular 
and other oppressed people,” 
says Dr. Ramona Bell, chair 
of the Department of Critical 
Race, Gender & Sexuality Stud- 
ies. 
Dr. Bell started the Hip Hop 
Conference in 2013, one year 
after teaching a course called 
“Hip Hop and the Black Expe- 
rience.” CRGS is an interdis- 
ciplinary field, Dr. Bell says, 
which brings together ethnic 
studies, history, sociology, psy- 
chology, life and social scienc- 
es, literature, and other fields 
of study. 

She adds that, “A hip hop 
course is a great opportunity 
for interdisciplinary study and 
hands-on learning.” 

“Students get excited when 
they realize they can study hip 
hop culture and rap music in 
a university classroom,” Bell 
says.

sic and the culture want to talk about it.” 

This year’s Hip Hop Conference features a keynote 
address from Chuck D, leader and co-founder of leg- 
endary group Public Enemy and part of the super- 


group Prophets of Rage. He is also a_ social activist, 
author, film producer, and digital music pioneer.
